G.S.R. 103 (E) :—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of section 35 of the Indian 
Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of the Port of Tuticorin Pilotage and other services (fees) 
order 1989 published in the notification of the Government of India, Ministry of Surface Transport (Ports 
Wing) G.S.R. No. 906 (E), dated 18-10-1989, the Central Government hereby makes the following order for 
regulating the levy of fees for Pilotage and other services in the Port of Tuticorin namely. 

ORDER 

(A) Short title and commencement :—(i) This order may be called the Port of Tuticorin Pilotage and 
other services (Fees) order 1991. 

(ii) It shall come into force from the date of publication. 

(B) Definitions ;—(i) ‘Port’ means Zone—A of the Port of Tuticorin. 

(ii) ‘Coasting Vessel’ means a ship or a steamer which is engaged in the carriage by sea of passengers or 
goods from any port or place in India to any other port or place in India. 

(iii) ‘Foreign Vessel’ means a ship or steamer employed in trading between any port or place in India and 
other port or place or between ports or places outside India. 

(C) Fees for Pilotage, Mooring or Unmooring etc. :—(1) The fees leviable for piloting vessels in and out 
of the Harbour which includes services of the Port’s Pilots and the services of the tugs and launches with the 
crew shall be at the rates specified as scheduled below :

(2) (i) The foreign vessel shall-be charged pilotage charges at the rates specified in the schedule above. 

(ii) The coasting vessel shall be charged pilotage charges at 70 per cent of the rates specified above. 

(3) For Fishing Trawlers, the minimum pilotage charges payable shall be Rs. 1400/- for foreign vessel 
and Rs. 1000/- for coasting vessels. 

(4) For mooring a vessel outside the harbour, when it does not enter or leave it, a fee equal to 25% of 
the charges payable under the above schedule shall be levied subject to minimum of Rs. 3200/-. 

(5) In the case of pilots whose services have been requisitioned but not utilised, the following charges shall 
be levied namely ;

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Note—(i) The charges at the rates specified above shall be levied not only in cases of cancellation of 
requisitions for inward and outward pilotage of vessels but also for the cancellation of requisitions for shifting 
of berth of vessels and remooring or for turning a vessel around in iier berth or for reinooring a vessel in the 
same berth due to position of heavy lifts or for any other reason. 

(ii) The above charges are not leviable jn case of ;— 

(a) Cancellations received at least one hour before the pilot’s appointed boarding time of the vessel and 

(b) Cancellations caused under exceptional circumstances for reason that could not be attributed to the 
vessel’s faults. 

(6) special charges (DETENTION FEES)—^A fee of Rs. 570/- in respect of coasting vessel and 
Rs. 850/- in respect of foreign vessel shall be levied for first hour or part of an hour that a 'pilot is kept waiting 
on board any vessel at the port of Tuticorin beyond 30 minutes after boarding such vessel. The detention fee 
for every subsequent hour or part thereof shall be levied at the rale of Rs, 190/- in respect of coasting vessel and 
Rs. 29/- in respect of foreign vessel. 

(7) FEES FOR ON CARRIAGE OF PILOT-—^In the event of a vessel carrying a pilot outside the port 
limits for unavoidable reasons the Master shall be bound to leave the pilot at the next nearest port and the 
Master, owner or his representative shall be responsible for the repatriation and all connected formalities thereof 
and be also liable to pay all expenses incurred in the matter of boarding, lodging, other reasonable expenses 
incurred in the repatriation of the pilot thus ovcrcarried. In addition, compensation at the rate of Rs. 100/- 
per hour shall be payable by the Master of the vessel till the pilot reports back to duty at the port.

G.S.R. 104 (E):—In ejCcrcise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of section 33 read with 
Soclioii 34 of the Indian Ports A.ct, 1908 (15 of 1908) and in supersession of Uie Notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Surface Transport communications G.S.P.. No. 717 (El dated 12-10-1984 and 
G.S.R. No, 1082 (E) dated 17-1 1-1988 except as yespects things done or omitted to bo done before such super- 
session, the Central Government hereby directs that with effect from the day following the expiration of sixty 
days from the date of publication of this notification in the Ofliciul Gazette, Port Dues shall be levied on each of 
the vessels entering Zone A and Zone B of the Port of Tuticorin as described in Column (1) of the "Scheduled” 
hereto annexed at the rate.s specified in the corresponding entry in Column (2) and at the intervals specified 
in the corresponding entry in Column (3) of the said schedule.

(2) Net P^egistered Tonnage is the cubic capacity of all available space for cargo and passengers. It is on 
this tonnage all ships are chivrgcd Port Duos. Deck cargo will be exempted from assessment of Port Dues m 
respect of Coasting Steanters. while it will be incUided for purposes of assessment when and if cargo is carried on 
deck in respect of foreign steamers, 

(.1) Tractions of half a tonne and above shall be counted as one tonne and less than half a tonne ignored. 

(4) In calculating the expTation of the period of exemption in reaspect of Coasting Vessels, the day of 
payment should be reckoned as one of the sixty daiyi, avnd the day of entry should be reckoned as the day of 
payment, whether the dues are actually paid on the day of entry of subsequently, and the date on which the 
liability to dues is b.ised is that on which vessel passes the geographicad limits of a Pi rt and not the day she 
enters a.t the Port or Customs Office. 

(5) Port Dues shall not be levied on; 

(j) Vessels of less than 15 tonnes; 

(ii) Vessels belonging to other Indian Ports. 

(6) For the purpose of the levy of port dues, a vessel shall not be deemed during one and the same voyage 
to be boih a coasting sh'p or steamer a.nd a foreign sh'p or steamer, but port dues shall, in respect of such 
voyage, bo lev'able on such vessel cither as a coasting or a foreign ship or steamer, whichever rate i.s -higher. 

(7) Vessels entering the Port and taking in only provisions, water, bunker, coal or liquid fuel for their 
own consumption sha.ll be charged port dues at half rates. 

(8) A Coasting vessel which .after paying three-fourths Port dues undci'section 46 of the Indian Ports Act, 
1908 (15 of 1908) re-enters the port within the period of exemption with cargo or passengers or in ballast shall 
be charged the difference, viz,, one-fourth port dues previously conceded. 


(9) (Toas-ting vessels whTh. after paying half port dues under .section 47 of the In.lian Ports Act, 1908 
(15 of 1908) rc-entors the port within the period of exemption svith cargo or passengers or in ballast shall be 
charged the difference, viz, the half previously conceded. 

(10) In the event of any dispute regarding the posit'on of a vessel either iii Zone ‘A‘ or in Zone ‘B’, 
the decision of the Deputy Csnicrvator or h’s authorised Oflicers shall be final.
